In the Third Arci- 
cle of the Solemn League and Covenant they 
Swore, to preſerve and defend tbe Kings Mc- 
Jjeſties Perſon and Authority,in the preſervation 
and defence of the true Religion;and that they 
had zo thoughts to diminiſh his jaſt Power and 
Greatneſs. And in Forty Six,they declared,that 
' their ſincere Intentions were to uphold the An- 
\ cient and Fundamental Government ' of this 
Realm,by King, Lords,and Commons.Now,whe-

ocrites, let the World judg ; when inſtcad 
'of Reforming the Church Government,they 


Aboliſh it;zwhen inſtead of Reviſing our Ser- 


vice-Book, they quite Remov'd it ; when in 
their Negative Oath they afterwards Swore 
neither direly nor indirectly to Adhere unto,or 
A/lift the King;when theytook away theOaths 
of Allegiance and Supremacy,and Proclaimed 
ſuch Traytors as did ſtand for them ; when 
they caſhier d the Noble Houſe of Peejs ;
